Will slept IrriE'gularly, being troubled 
with his dreams of the accident. Mrs. 
Hardy woke «ind begged her husband 
to lie down and get a little rest, lie 
did 80. bin was aroused about 10 
o’clock by the doctor coming in. 
lie 
had just ñiVished a visit near by. He 
saw the light and was anxious, as the 
case was ati extraordinary one, to come 
In. 
He examined Clara’s face very 
keouly und theu sat down by the bed 
for un instuut. 
After giving certain 
mediclnejs he found that he was iu 
need of another article, which was at 
his house. 


•*I will go and get it, doctor. It's not 
fur, and I think u little fresh air will 
do me good and help me to remain 
awake better,” said, liobert. 


He went down stairs, and the doctor 
follovíQü him as he went out Into the 
hall aud Hung on his overcoat. 
Mr. 


Hardy turned before he opened the 
door: 


“Doctor, tell me the truth about my 
girl? What Is her condition?” 


“It Is serious, but more than that 1 
cannot say. There Is a possibility that 
by means of a slight operation the dis- 
n.strous con.seqnences of the shock to 
her eyes may be averted, and it Is pos­ 
sible that the other results which 1 I 
hinted may be altogether ditferent. It 
Is not in medical power to decide with 
certainty.” 


8o Mr. Hardy w*ent out Into the nighi 
with a glimmer of hope in his breast 
It was snowiuijr again, and a stron.i; 
wind was blowing, so he buttoned his 
big coat close up. drew his liat down 
over his brows and. h'aning forwar-.l. 
walked as rapidly as he cotdd agaipst 
the wind in the dire<‘tion of the dec- 
tor’s house. Tliv' streets were ahn«ist 
<li‘serted. 
The lli:lus at the corn<*rs 
tlick'-red and sliowed pale through 'lu* 
lamps. 


As he turned down a narrow str-*et. 
inteutling to make a sliort cut ¡lero^-s a 
parii tiiat lay m ar tiie doctor’s,’he was 
suddeidy sei/.cd l)y thiee or four yi-iing 
men. and one of tlieni said in a tone 
which betrayed a ilrtiidien deiiaucii;
